HOOVER’S ADDRESS PART 
y © OF CAPITAL OBSERVANCE 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—)— 
Twelve years after the “cease firing” 
order was passed through the war-torn 
trenches of France and echoed around 
the world, President Hoover today led 
the nation in its Armistice Day trib- 
ute to the living and dead veterans of 
the World War with an appeal for 
the perpetuation of world peace. . 

After placing a wreath of yellow 
chrysanthemums.upon the plain, mar- 
ble tomb of the Unknown Soldier at 
Arlington, the chief executive, in an 
address before the annual conference 
and goodwill congress of the World 
Alliance for International Friendship 
Through the Churches, said the war 
had taught the blessing of peace, if 
nothing else. 

Again urging American adherence to 
the World Court, he reiterated his 
proposal for freedom of the seas for 
food supplies in time of war and fore- 
cast possible extension of the Kellogg- 
Briand pact for outlawing war to 
mobilize world opinion against its vio- 
lators, 

He held that the time had not yet 
come when “we can assume that 
righteousness has so advanced in the 
world that we may yet have complete 
confidence in the. full growth of pa- 
cific means or rest solely upon the 
processes of peace for defense.” 

“The purpose of our government,” 
he added, “is to co-operate with oth- 
ers, to use our friendly offices, and, 
short of any implication of the use 
of force, to use every friendly effort 
and all geod-will to maintain the 
peace of the world.” 

With flags flying along the streets, 
from the many government buildings 
and embassies of foreign government 
the national capital donned its pa- 
triotic attire in ob rance of the day. 

The tomb of Woodrow Wilson .in 
the national cathedral received its an- 
nual mete of tribute, too. In addition 
to the hundreds of persons who vis- 
ited the chapel where rests the body 
of the war president, a special service 
was conducted there. 

In addition to the visit of the pres- 
ident and Mrs. Hoover, 
The 
military chaplains who participated 
in the interment of the Unknown Sol- 
dier gathered at his shrine to repeat 
portions of the original service. 

The good-will congress of the World 
Alliance for International Friendship 
gathered there, also, to hear Dr. James 
I. Vance, of -Nashville, 
“Armistice day is poorly kept if it 
fails to sound a note against the use- 
lessness, the folly, the wickedness and 
horror of war as a method of settling 
international differences.” 

Similar expressions 
continued peace came from General 
John J, Pershing, who led the na- 
tion’s military forces in the war, and 
from Secretary Hurley and General 
Charles P. Summerall, the present 
chief of staff of the army. 

General Pershing expressed hope 
that there may never be another war. 

“Tt is the duty of living veterans 
of the great war to so guide the desti- 
nies of this nation that should war 
come it will find the American people 
prepared, materially and spiritually,”’ 
he said,

State College of Agriculture. 


U. S. Experts, Agricul- 
tural Leaders Sound 
Warning at Conference 
in Atlanta. 


The domestic demand for next year's 
farm products in the south is likely to 
show an improvement, but the credit 
outlook for southern farmers appears 
less favorable than a year ago, econ- 


ment of agriculture and state exten- 
sion forces decided here Tuesday. 


The economists, who also represent 
the federal farm board, are meeting 
here in an outlook conference, the 
first of its kind ever held outside 
| Washington. 
| Concerning demand for southern 
agricultural products, the conference 
‘ndopted a committee report — which 
‘said the domestic demand would likely 
‘improve next year, and be better to- 
'ward the close of the year than at 
ithe beginning. 
| An improvement in foreign economic 


'conditions and in the foreign demand | 
‘for southern products also was fore- | 


| cast by the economists by the latter 
half of 1931. 
Industrial Activity Low. 

| The conference based its predictions 
on the fact that “industrial activity 
thas fallen about as low as in former 
'major depressions and the period of 
| decline has approrimately the samc 
duration as in other major depres- 
sions.” . 

The decline in commodity prices 
has been of “unusual proportions,” 
the report said, and “although produc- 
ers of raw materials have been affect- 
ed adversely, the low levels of raw- 
material prices may be expected to 
stimulate activity among consumers 
of those raw materials.” 

The reduction in the current flow 
of income into agricultural communl- 
ties as a result of the low level of 
farm commodity prices and low crop 
vields in the drouth area has increased 
the demand of farmers for credit, the 
credit committee’s report said, and 
at the same time has reduced the sup- 
ply of local funds which will he avail- 
able for next year’s production re- 
quirements. 

Curtailment in Income. 

“The serious curtailment in the 

1930 income received by most southern 


paying the advances obtained during 
the 1930 crop season,” the report 
stated. 

“It also will prevent the usual sea- 
sonal accumulation of cash reserve by 
farmers who finance their  require- 
ments out of their own resources,” it 
stated, “and additional credit will he 
needed to finance production nex* 
year. .

“If the electricity and power and 
telephones in our homes, if the trans- 
portation which take us to and from 
our vacations, have the element of 
public. necessity, then they must not 
be made the instruments of unreason- 
able profit to private individuals who 
numerically represent only a _yery 
small percentage of the users of the 
service, 

“This particular war will continue 
without question until general recog- 
nition is accorded to the fundamental! 
principle ‘that public service is a pub- 
Ke trust.’. Considering how recently 
this conflict has begun, we have made, 
I think, greater progress than along 
the entire public battle front. Read 


the general verdict of the public press 


that events of only a few days past 
have shown emphatically in all parts 
of the country, that the people as a 
whole are determined to insist that 
the control of our government be 
placed in the hands of those who be- 
lieve in the proper and fair regula- 
tion and ordering of our public utili- 
ties,” 

He advocated new methods in the 
treatment of criminals, declaring that 
punishment, while possibly a deter- 
rent, was not a cure for crime. 

Accomplishments throughout the 
country in provision for the aid of 
the aged were praised by Mr. Roose- 
velt.. He cited the discarding of the 
theory of “survival of the fittest” and 
strides made in behalf of public health 
and safety but added “we are making 
steady progress, yet we have not 
pierced the final line of defense.”

The scene is too vast. At most the 
observer can tackle some phase of it 
and even one phase may escape defi- 
nition and delineation.” 


An American writer in Paris who 
had an invitation from the soviet gov- 
ernment to come and see, and write, 
of course, after much pondering turned 
down the invitation on the ground 
that he could not hope to begin a de- 
scriptive discussion of life in that 
vast country. The same applies to 
America. Either only a certain de- 
partment of life, or several depart- 
ments, may be studied, or the writer 
must simply confine himself to give a 
travelogue and describe his own ex- 
periences on a journey of explora- 
tion. To understand American life 
it is necessary to enter into the rhythm 
of it, to become part of it. To sit 
still and watch life flowing by is not 
sufficient. To build up a picture of 
America based upon interviews with 
gangsters and college presidents, as 
several foreign observers recently at- 
tempted, results in a false and dis- 
torted scene, It is as if one sees 
America in one of those trick mir- 
rors on Coney Island.

tation in different cases are linseed 
oil, used as the vehicle of inks, espe-

senic and mercury. Perhaps the driers 


in inks are an important factor of 


skin irritation, as these driers dissolve 


the natural skin oil, which is a good 
protective for the — skin. Besides, 
printers commonly use  benzol for 
cleaning plates, and this solvent is a 
severe one on the skin, so severe that 
workers using it should wear rubber 
gloves for protection. 

Here are some suggestions 
printers will find helpful in prevent- 
ing. tronble :

(P)—Thomas Coleman Du Pont, for- 


mer United States senator, died at his | 


home here today after an illness of 
several years with a throat affection. 

Mr. Du Pont, until two weeks ago, 
had resided at his.country home near 
Cambridge, Md: He was 67 years old. 

Mr. Du Pont served as president 
of E. I. Du Pont De Nemours & Co. 
from 1902 untid 1905. He was ap- 
pointed Wnited States senator by Gov- 
ernor William D. Denny in July, 
1921, to fill a vacancy until Novem- 
ber, 1922. He was defeated for elec- 
tion to the senate in 1922 but was 
elected in 1924, resigning about a year 
ago because of failing health. 

Mr. Du Pont was a member of the 
republican national committee from 
1908 to 1929 and was a former chair- 
man of the republican state commit- 
tee of Delaware. In early life he was 
extensiyely interested in coal and iron 
mining in Kentucky and in the con- 
struction and management of street 
railway properties. 


MARCUS DALY. ONLY SON 
OF COPPER KING, DIES 

NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—(#)—Mar- 
cus Daly, Jr., son of one of the early 
west’s most picturesque figures, is 
dead. 

An attack of heart disease yester- 
day while he was hunting among the 
Virginia capes was fatal to the de- 
scendant of the late pioneer who 
founded the Anaconda Copper Com- 
pany. He was 48 years old. 

Mr. Daly went south with an asso- 
ciate Saturday, apparently in good 
health.

Mr. Wisehaupt spoke on “‘Personal- 
ity” in his closing lecture, explaining 
its value and development. He was 
introduced by Herbert. Porter, adver- 
tising director of The Constitution. 
Mr. Porter expressed pleasure at The 
Constitution’s having a part in offer- 
ing the lectures to the people of At- 
lanta and expressed appreciation also 
for the response they had met. 

Five rules cited by Mr. Wisehaupt 
to acquire and develop personality 
were: 

1. Get up when you wake up and 
wake up when you get up.

Mr. Wisehaupt warned against 
frightening or discouraging a child or 
young person.

Dr. Knapp, who spoke on “Better 
Business Through Better Agricul- 
ture,” said that if you talk to a 
farmer about acreage reduction at a 
time when he is losing money—and 
that is now—he will reduce acreage. 
Bankers and merchants quite natural- 
ly will aid in encouraging such a cam- 
paign. 

“With foreign competition, it is up 
to us to produce good cotton, the kind 
the world wants,” Dr. Knapp said. 
He pointed out the fact that the mills 
of Alabama, like many other southern 
states, must go outside of the state 
to get a large part of the cotton they 
use, which is long staple. He stresed 
particularly the necessity for south- 
ern farmers to plant seed that will 
produce these long staple varieties. 
He added that cotton acreage can be 
limited if farmers will grow other 
things they need and that they now 
buy outside of the states in which 
thev live. 

Former Congressman Lever pointed 
out a great need for general readjust- 
ment of the south’s agricultural situa- 
tion, asserting that continued losses 
to the operating farmers, abandon- 
ment of the farms and a general de- 
sertion of agrarian sections made it 
appear inevitable, 

“There are many agencies, local, 
state and national, seeking to ring 
this readjustment about,” Mr. Lever 
said. “These are being led by the fed- 
eral farm board which was created 
by the government to help the farmer 
and is helping the farmer in every 
way possible. We have made studies 
and researches and economic surveys 
and at every turn we are confronted 
with the apparent reality that the en- 
tire basic system of southern farming 
is all wrong, that it has not kept 
step with the world’s march of prog- 
ress, that it is antiquated and a los- 
ing proposition from start to finish.” 

Mr. Nichols discussed the business 
and agricultural outlook for next year 
and declared that it rested solely with 
the leaders in commerce just what is 
to be accomplished. 

“The great production capacity of 
American. agriculture is faced with 
sub-normal consumption,” he said. 
“Of course it is impossible to forecast 
accurately just what the consumptive 
power will be in the next year but 
by close study and keen observance 
the leaders in agriculture will be able 
to fix it approximately and if they 
do prices will be right and returns 
satisfactory.” 

Mr. Smalley’s discussion was pure- 
Jy technical while Mr. Rowell con- 
fined himself to a general disserta- 
tion on the outlook for the indus- 
try, stressing the fact that the suc- 
cess of the farmer means the success 
of the fertilizer producer and distrib- 
utor. 

“This industry must always bear in 
mind the welfare of the farmer,” the 
association president told his member- 
ship. “His success is our success 
and his failure is our ruin.”

In fact it seems that Atlanta’s an- 
nual prep classic is incomplete with- 
out a field gpal. 

It is entertaining to read -back 
through the records of Tech High- 
Boys’ High games, and note how often 
field goal attempts have been made. 
However, it is difficult to single out 
any particular one for special com- 


ment, 
TEN YEARS AGO. 

Probably the outstanding achieve- 
ment along this line came in 1920 
when Tech High defeated Boys’ High, 
3 to 0. The game had been a punting 
duel with neither side having any 
advantage. With less than three min- 
utes left to play, Buck Van Houten, 
a 140-pound midget, was substituted 
for Captain Herbert Brooks, of the 
Smithies. Little Buck booted a field 
goal from the 12-yard line and was 
immediately taken from the game, but 
he had done just what Coach Tolbert 
sent him in to do—win the game. It 


was a heart-breaker for Boys’ High | 


to lose. 

Alfred Scott started the field goal 
custom back in 1914 with a 30-yard 
drop kick that won a city prep 
championship for Boys’ High. His 
kick, from a_ difficult sideline angle, 
defeated @ Smithy team which in- 
cluded Bill Fincher and Judy Harlan, 
two famous stars who later helped 
make football history at Georgia Tech. 

PRACTICE PAYS. 

Five years Jater Tech High won the 
city championship when Captain AIl- 
bert Jordan kicked a goa! from place- 
ment from the 38-yard line in the 
fourth quarter to beat Boys’ High, 
3 to 0. Jordan was ready for that 
kick, even though the game had been 
played in a driving rain. Ever since 
early September, Al had practiced 
place kicks for just such a purpose, 
and by actual count, he had made good 
more than 500 of these tries. It took 
a lot of perseverance, but it was re- 
warded by a city and state cham- 
pionship. 

Tech High went one field goal into 
the lead in 1920 by Buck Van 
Houten’s feat, as related above. 

Boys’ High evened the count in 
1922 when M. Smith drop-kicked one 
from the 18-yard line. Although the 
Hurricane was defeated 13 to 3, it 
kept them from a shutout. 

NIP AND TUCK, 

The battle went on and the Smithies 
again went into the lead in 1923 
when Luke Woodall, an end by trade, 
booted one from the 25-yard line late 
in the fourth qttarter. Tech High 


| Won the game 15 to 0 and that goal 


only added insult to injury. 

Boys’ High again squared matters 
in 1925, both as to games won and 
goals kicked. Pete Ferd drop-kicked 
the Hurricane ‘to a 3 to 0 victory 
with a 33-yard boot late in the fourth 
quarter. 

The Purple wreaked vengeance on 
the Smithies in 1926 and went. one 
goal in the lead, an advantage which 
endures to this day.
